Tobacco Pool formed In Vir- 
ginia to Hold for 12 Cents. 

The Mutual Protective Associa- 
tion of Bright Tobacco Growers ol 
Virginia end North Carolina, at 
Danville, Ya., divided to pool the 
1909 crop for an average of twelve 
4 cents. The meeting was attended 

by several hundred farmers. They 
favor a high tariff on Turkish to- 
bacco, which enters into competi- 
tion with the product in this sec- 
tion.

In our common- 
wealth we repudiate and condemn it. 

"Our politics must have a substantial, an ethical and religious 
basis. Love of couutry is intensified and purified |with tthe* love of 
the Lord we worship and the religion we embrace. The ethics of the 
Man of Galilee ought to be our stands r I of political as wall as per- 
sonal character. 

"We ought to abolish, and forever banish, the distinction be- 
tween the social and the secular. The functions of citizenship are as 
sacred as the songs of Zioo. The ballot is as holy as the Book of 
Common Prayer. The same law of duty controls in the service of 
country as id the conventicles of the sanctuary -in the balls of State 
and at the church house of (iod. What a magnificent illustration of 
'Christian conscience in the field of politics the world had in the late 
William E. Gladstone, the unrivaled statesman of the nineteenth ce:.- 
tury. He espoused no cause that did not absolutely command the 
homage of his soul, and the uureserved approval of his sanctified 
judgment. 

"From the depths of my soul, and in behalf of American citizen- 
ship, do I repudiate the doctrine of a distinguished politician who 
said, The Decalogue and the Golden Kule have no place in :« political 
campaign.' Over against that blasphemous declaration, which is 
nothing less than a wanton affront to our national honor, I rejoice to 
place the eloquent words of the immortal Washington in his farewell 
address: 'Public prosperity has no foundation but morality and re- 
ligion; and religion is the only security of morality.' 

"In political, as in personal conduct, there is a right and wrong, 
and by that divine and universal standard men and measures must 
stand or fall, it is an eternal decree, from which there is neither ex- 
emption nor exception. And no brilliancy of genius or splendor of 
achievement or COnspicuOUSneSS of position can save a man lacking in 
moral integrity from the merited and irrepealable condemnation of 
history. There may be a temporary exaltation of wrong and de- 
ceit, borne upward by a wave of blind popular passion, but the ft

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SENATOR PAYNTER 

irges Removal of 6-Cent Tax 
from Leaf Tobacco. 

Planters Do Not Have a Show, 
Declares Senior Kentucky 
Senator. 

Plenriinu for an amendment to 
the tariff bil! to permit the pro- 
ducer of tobacco to sell hand-twist 
tobao 0 without the payment of a 
duty of <i tents per pound. Senator 
Paynter, of Kentucuy, at Wash- 
ington, May l'-i. laid before the 
Senate a history of the tobacco in- 
dustry m this country, 

"Whal the tobacco grower de- 

-ire-." said Mr. Paynter, "Is the 
privilege of selling his tobacco in 
the natural leaf to the consumers; 
that, this privilege may be exer- 
cised by selling it to the tobacco 
lenders and they be permitted to j 
sell it to the consumers without 
the payment of tax. 

Mr. Paynter declared that tl el 

tobacco growers believe the* are | 
in the '"grasp of a conscienceless 
monopoly.*' He referred to the 
tobacco troubles in Kentucky, and 
'XpreSSOd the hope that the enact- 
ment of the proposed law would 
emove the causes which have 
irovoked these troubles. 

EXCEED THHn BIGHTS. 
"The manufacturers have no 
ight to demand, as a matter of 
irotection to them, that the farmer 
hould not be permitted to sell his 
tobacco in the natural leaf to 
soever he pleases. When 
the internal revenue laws were en- 
acted the government was not 
placed under obligation never to 
change the system. The govern- 
ment did not surrender its right 
to protect the citizens of the coun- 
try who might subsequently need 
it. 

In his closing appeal to the Sen- 
ate for favorable action on his 
proposed legislation, he said: 

"This great government of ours, 
because of the loss of a paltry 
sum in revenue, cannot afford to 
disregard the demand of one and a 
half million people who are de- 
pendent upon the success of to- 
bacco growing for a livelihood.
